Daily rations might 
include a pound of bread, a pound 
of pork, a half pint of peas, 4 
ounces of cheese and, of course, 
the rum. 


A sailor could be punished by 
being whipped but could receive 
no more than 12 lashes at one 
time. If a sailor was caught 
swearing, his commanding officer 
could force him to wear a wooden 
collar around his neck as punish¬ 
ment . 



YOUNG MEN WANTED

drafted by John Adams (who would 
later become the second president 
of the Dnited States), one of 3 
members of the original Naval 
Committee formed by the Continen¬ 
tal Congress in the early days of 
the American Revolutionary War.

" COMMUNICATION " 

Webster says - "to impart by written or vocal means." Communi¬ 
cation is essential to our proper care of patients. Not only must 
we talk to our patient, that patient (or parent) must understand that 
communication. 

The flow of instructions, policies and procedures requires travel

The written communication should be as concise and to the point as 
possible, thereby reducing reading time and errors of interpretation. 

Vice Admiral Cox, at the Surgeon General's Conference in May, said 
it in three words, " READ, UNDERSTAND and IMPLEMENT ." 

Have you read that new instruction? Did you really read and under¬ 
stand all those instructions, rules, etc., when you checked aboard? You 
signed the check-in chit indicating you did. Think about it. Our 
strength comes in unity, in understanding and working together.

COUNTERFEIT! 



A counterfeiter knows that perfect counterfeit currency— 
paper money that would fool an expert—is almost impossible to 
make, so he adopts a more modest objective: he relies on his 
camera to produce work that will deceive an inattentive person. 

Can you spot a counterfeit bill? Perhaps the following sugges¬ 
tions from the United States Secret Service will help: 

• Study genuine currency. Look closely at the workmanship of 
the portrait, seal, serial numbers and scroll work. 

• Paper used in genuine currency is of very high quality. 
Small red and blue threads are in it, but may not be visible if 
the bill is badly worn or dirty. Counterfeit money may feel dif¬ 
ferent, or may be whiter than genuine bills. Threads may be im¬ 
itated by fine red and blue lines made by a pen. 

• Rubbing a bill on a piece of paper is not a good test. Ink can 
be rubbed off genuine as well as counterfeit notes. 

• If in doubt, consult an experienced money handler—a bank 
teller, for example. 

• If YOU get a counterfeit bill: 

—write your name and the date on the back of it, so you can 
identify it later. 

—write down all the details about how you got it: WHO gave 
it to you. WHERE you got it. WHEN you got it. 

—contact the nearest U.S. Secret Service office, the local po¬ 
lice, a commercial bank, or any Federal Reserve Bank. 

Anyone convicted of passing a counterfeit note may be fined as 
much as $5,000 or imprisoned for up to 15 years, or both.

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DETOURS - HELP OR HINDRANCE? 


Ever been driving down a road when you are suddenly faced with a sign 
which indicates there Is a detour ahead? Most of us become very upset when 
such an unwanted and unplanned situation arises in our travel. 

Our Heavenly Father often leads us along a path that seems to be unnecessary 
or a waste of time. Yet these God-appointed detours are essential to our spirit¬ 
ual growth. When the children of Israel left the land of Egypt where they had 
lived in slavery for more than four centuries, a long period of wandering still 
lay ahead. God who went before them with a cloud by day and a pillar of fire 
by night chose a different course than they might have expected to travel. He 
knew their faith was not strong enough for the dangers and opposition they 
would encounter if they went straight into the promised land. He therefore 
by-passed the direct route and led the people "through the way of the wilderness." 
(Exodus 13:18) 

The barren experiences of going through the desert must have seemed fruit¬ 
less and unnecessary to God's chosen people. Certainly the journey would not 
be pleasant, and they would face many hardships. But these difficulties were 
needed to develop a mature faith and a strong character. Such qualities are 
never attained quickly. 

Yes, detours take time. The usual route may be faster and seem more de¬ 
sirable, but God knows what is best for us and may direct us to follow another 
path. The poet has written, "So on I go—not knowing, I would not if I might. 

I'd rather walk in the dark with God than go alone in the light. I'd rather 
walk by faith with Him than go alone by sight." 

If you and I are sometimes experiencing detours that seem unproductive and 
a waste of time, be patient and let God lead in His appointed way. God has many 
blessings to share with us and even in unwanted and undesired detours there 
may beAreal blessing awaiting us.

The use of proper child restraint systems 
for children 4 years of age and under has 
decreased their injury rates in Tennessee 
by 30% and death rates by 55%.

Inhaler Drug 
Banned in Japan 


Travelers to Japan could 
unknowingly violate Japa¬ 
nese drug laws if they car¬ 
ry certain commercial 
brand inhalers. 

An American citizen was 
detained by Japanese au¬ 
thorities on Okinawa re¬ 
cently because he was car¬ 
rying with him a Vicks 
inhaler, according to a 
Kadena AB Staff Judge 
Advocate. Vicks brand in¬ 
halers contain desoxyephe- 
drine, a drug outlawed by 
the Japanese government. 
Use of the product in that 
country could lead to pros¬ 
ecution by Japanese offi¬ 
cials even though charges 
were dropped in the Okina¬ 
wa case. 

Travelers to Japan and 
others who may be 
changing duty stations and 
stopping in Japan, are ad¬ 
vised to be sure they do not 
carry nasal inhalers con¬ 
taining desoxyephedrine 
into that country. 


Although the Okinawa 
case involved a Vicks in¬ 
haler, other brands also 
contain the prohibited 
substance. 

Inhalers were with¬ 
drawn in June from Army 
and Air Force Exchange 
Service (AAFES) ex¬ 
changes in Japan. Other 
decongestants that do not 
contain the banned drug 
are still stocked by the 
exchanges. 

Authorities noted that 
the unlawful inhalers 
could inadvertently be 
brought into Japan from 
bases in the U.S. or other 
places where purchase of 
the inhaler is legal. 

Spending a few seconds 
before leaving for Japan to 
check purses, pockets, 
carry-on baggage and lug¬ 
gage for inhalers could 
avoid unfortunate encoun¬ 
ters with Japanese author¬ 
ities and facilitate entry to 
that country.
